M. Ribot, prim e m inister and 
m inister of finance; M. Hanotaux, m in­ 
s te r for foreign affairs; General Zur- 
finder, m inister of w ar; Admiral Bes- 
nard, m inister of m arine; M. Trairieux, 
m inister of justice; M. Leygues, m inis­ 
ter of the interior; M. Poincare, minis* 


tim e to form a progressive govern­ 
ment. 
If he fails Dupuy or Bisson may ac­ 
cept the task.

3,850,000 francs in devious ways, and on 
behalf of the Southern railway he de­ 
m anded that the m inister of justice, 
M. Trarieux, publish the documents in 
tho case which were in his possession, 
and which would throw light on the 
su b ject 
M- Binder, a member of the Right, 
then charged the m inister of justice 
w ith culpable leniency, and demanded 
th a t the guilty parties be punished. 
The whole cham ber was at once in 
an uproar. W hen he was able to make 
him self heard, the m inister of justice 
added that the m ajority of those whose 
nam es had been 
mentioned 
had ex­ 
plained their positions, and he con­ 
cluded with the rem ark: 
“The cham ber knows the truth, and 
if Parliam ent considers its dignity and 
honor compromised, the governm ent 
will join the cham ber in voting for re­ 
pressive measures, and in the face of 
these explanations asks the cham ber 
for a vote of confidence.” 
The order of the day, pure and sim ­ 
ple, was then subm itted to the cham ber 
and rejected by a vote of 406 to 105. 
AI. R ouanet’s motion asking for an ex­ 
planation as to the partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in 
the scandals, claim ing that the author­ 
ities had been afraid to prosecute them, 
and demanding th at the m inister of jus­ 
tice publish the documents in the case, 
which were in his possession, was then 
adopted by a vote of 275 to 196. 
After the adoption of this motion the 
m inisters left the cham ber of deputies 
in a body, amid ironical radical cheers, 
and went to the Elysee palace, where 
they handed in their resignations to 
President Faure.

Concord, N. H., Oct. 29.—The follow­ 
ing from the pen of Senator W illiam E. 
Chandler is printed in his paper, the 
Monitor, under the caption, “Our Com­ 
ing W ar with England. A Prediction:” 
“I. W ar between the United States 
and England is inevitable. 
“2. It will arisei on account of British 
disregard of our direct interests. 
“3. It will also be forced by British 
encroachm ents upon other nations all 
over the world. 
“4. It will be fought by us having 
Russia as a European ally. 
“5. As a w ar offensive on our part it 
may not happen w ithin twenty years. 
As a defensive war it may come sooner, 
and should be welcomed. 
“6. One sure result will be the capture 
and perm anent acquisition of Canada 
by the United States. 
“W. E. CHANDLER.” 
“The above prediction,” the article 
goes on to say, “Senator Chandler has 
frequently made since England began 
her fraudulent usurpations in Venezue­ 
la. She also proposes to seize from the 
United States a portion of Alaska. She 
is destroying independent governments 
in all parts of the globe. She treats 
American sentim ent and rem onstrance 
with insolence and defiance. For the 
vindication of the Monroe! doctrine in 
the western hem isphere and the protec­ 
tion of these independent governments 
in the eastern hem isphere and in the 
islands of the oceans, it is necessary 
th at the United States should prepare 
for and go to war with England. It is 
serious business, but it had better come 
now and be over than fifty years from 
now.” 


Im portant Concessions Have Been Made 
by the Flowery Kingdom. 
London, Oct. 29.—In 
spite of the 
statem ent of a high official th a t the 
alarm ing dispatch of the Times from 
Hong-Kong, regarding im portant con­ 
cessions made by China 
to 
Russia, 
“bears no resemblance to the actual 
facts,” the news seems to be confirmed 
from two sources. 
G. E. Morrison, who recently traveled 
through China, w rites that as far back 
as August last the Chinese newspapers 
outlined a scheme by which China pro­ 
posed to reward Germany, France and 
Russia for their intervention against 
Japan. 
Germany, he says, was to have 
concessions of land at the treaty ports 
of Hankow and Tien-Tsin; France was 
to be granted certain

in 
southeast China, and Russia was to be 
allowed to extend her railway system 
to Port A rthur. 
The second ground for believing the 
report is found in a dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Vienna, giving 
an outline of an interview with a well­ 
known Russian statesm an, who practi­ 
cally adm its the truth telegraphed from 
Hong-Kong to the Times.

thur. 
The governor and port adm iral 
of Vladivostock spoke in

Three missions, with an escort of IOO 
Cossacks each, started respectively from 
N ertchinsk, Blagovestieh^nsk and Nik- 
olsk to explore and survey certain por­ 
tions of the interior of Manchuria. 


I'rineess Maud Betrothed. 
Copenhagen, Oct. 29.—It was official­ 
ly announced yesterday th at Princess 
Maud of Wales, youngest daughter of 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, is 
betrothed to Prince Charles of Den­ 
mark. The princess was born Novem­ 
ber 22, 1869, and the prince was born 
August 3, 1872. Prince Charles is the 
second son of Prince Frederick, heir 
apparent to the throne of Denmark, 
whose father, the K ing of Denmark, is 
also the father of the Princess of Wales. 


Militiamen in Trouble. 
Dallas, Texas, Oct. 29.—Nearly all the 
members of the Dallas A rtillery com­ 
pany are to be court-m artialed or dis 
missed in disgrace from the m ilitary 
service in Texas for refusing to turn 
out as escort to the governor at the 
opening of the State fair.

AV ill Be Settled by the Court*. 
W ashington, Oct. 29.—A question has 
arisen in the treasury departm ent un­ 
der Sec. 6 of the tariff act 
of 
1894, 
which provides th at no articel of im­ 
ported merchandise which shall copy 
or sim ulate the name or trade m ark 
of any domestic m anufacture shall be 
adm itted to entry at any custom house 
of the United States. 
In order to aid 
customs officers, domestic m anufactur­ 
ers may have their names and 
trade 
m arks registered in the treasury de­ 
partm ent. Some weeks ago the “Ugen 
W atch company” filed its trade m ark 
under the provisions of 
this section, 
and three days later the Elgin W atch 
company filed a protest.

ceived of the day’s events. 
Protesta­ 
tions and entreaties fo r ^ continuance 
of the trial summarily overruled, the 
sudden withdrawal of the lawyers who 
had hitherto represented the prisoner 
in the face of threats of disbarment, the 
appointment by the court of new coun­ 
sel and the refusal of the prisoner to 
accept them as 
his 
defenders, 
the 
declination of another lawyer to serve 
after being selected by Holmes, and, 
finally, the prisoner trying bis own 
case—this, not to speak of sundry dra­ 
matic passages at

between 
Holmes and the commonwealth’s pros­ 
ecuting officer, is a summary of what 
occurred. 
None but lawyers, witnesses, jurors

Judge Shiras Sustain* Indian 
Agents In 
Removing Settler*. 
Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 29.—Judge Shiras. 
of the federal court, rendered another 
im portant decision yesterday 
in

Flournoy land case against the Indians. 
Sheriff John Mullen, of Thurston coun­ 
ty, had been indicted for assaulting and 
obstructing Indian policemen while en­ 
gaged, by order 
of 
Agent Beck, in 
ejecting the tenants of the land com­ 
pany from the W innebago reservation. 
The court refused to quash the Indict­ 
ment. 
W illiam G arrett and John F. 
Meyers were arrested for assaulting In­ 
dian policemen in the discharge of a 
sim ilar duty. 
They sought release on 
habeas corpus. 
The w rit was refused. 
The judge considered the two cases 
as alm ost identical, and held that the 
Indian agent was an officer of the Unit­ 
ed States, and th at Indian policemen, 
acting upon his orders, could exercise 
all the authority of governm ent offi­ 
cials, and th a t any one resisting their 
authority should be punished as pro­ 
vided. 
Though the Indians had taken 
and in severalty, the title 
still re­ 
mained in the United States, and the 
agent had full authority to enforce his 
orders and evict the trespassing ten­ 
ants. 
Until these decisions are re­ 
versed or modified the authority of the 
Indian agent is supreme, and the land 
company stands defeated at every point.

W ashington, Oct. 29.—The Secretary 
of the Navy being asked about the 
statem ents published relative to the de­ 
fects in the Maine, particularly about 
the draughts of w ater forward and aft, 
said: “The Maine was designed to be 
an even keel a t her norm al draught of 
21 feet 6 inches, with 400 tons of coal 
on board. She has now been loaded 
with over 800 tons of coal, and her 
draught forward 
is 2 
feet 5 inches 
greater than aft. Many ships when ful­ 
ly loaded are down by the head. W hen 
the ship has been at sea for a fewT days 
this will be corrected in great part at 
least by using the coal, which is gen­ 
erally taken from the forward part of 
the vessel, by the use of the after trim ­ 
m ing tank provided for this purpose, 
and by some shifting of stores to the 
after storeroom not now used. It per­ 
haps 
may be also 
necessary to add 
some perm anent ballast. As to the list­ 
ing of the Maine to starboard, this is 
not a m atter of importance. The At­ 
lanta and Boston have both proved to 
be very serviceable ships, but in each 
of these there is a list nearly double 
th at of the Maine, and this is also cor­ 
rected by loading.”

While they are about it the Welshmen 
should see that the leek is grafted on 
the stem which now, bearing the union 
rose, shamrock and thistle, is wound 
around the royal motto. “Dieu et mon 
droit.” Or if the queen does not care 
to altar her own arms, why should not 
a Welsh quartering be granted to the 
Prince of Wales?

Practically every penny that was 
subscribed in England toward the last 
American loan has got back through 
the expansion in the exports of wool­ 
e n s and worsteds, and this is only a 
part of the process by which that 
country has drawn from the United 
States the money to pay for the Amer­ 
ican bonds which its capitalists took 
from us at a higher rate of interest 
than our government had paid for 
many years. 
It wonld be well if the 
American people could be induced to 
seriously reflect upon what this means.

S o w the 
Illustration* 
for Newspapers 


Are Prepared and Made. 
Probably in no departm ent 
of the 
m odern newspaper bas the 
develop­ 
m ent been so rapid as th at of producing 
th e pictures and illustrations which go 
to m ake attractive the articles on daily 
happenings. Tw enty years ago an edi­ 
to r considered him self lucky if he could 
have a “cut” made and ready for his 
“form s” in ten days. 
Now the draw ­ 
ings are made and the “cuts” finished 
in from one hour to an hour and a half. 
.When an accident, 
disaster, or any­ 
thing else of interest happens in the 
m orning, newspaper readers expect to 
see pictures of the m atter in after­ 
noon papers. 
To explain this com paratively new 
a rt is the purpose of this article. And, 
to begin the subject at the foremost 
end, one m ust speak of the newspaper 
artist.' In the first place, he is a type 
by him self 
He is even different from 
th e individual who does the work for 
Frank Leslie’s and H arper’s Weeklies. 
They have plenty of tim e to correct er­ 
rors. The newspaper man hasn’t. He 
.must be rapid, accurate and withal fin­ 
ished. He m ust be able to draw every­ 
where, under any condition, and yet 
produce very creditable work. 
There 
are scores of these men. Their names 
are too numerous to mention. 
To the cartoonist the editor gives an 
idea of w hat he desires. A photograph, 
if a likeness is wanted, is handed to the 
illustrating artist. If it is a picture of 
a railroad wreck or anything of this 
kind that is needed, the artist makes 
« tr ip to the scene with his first cousin, 
the reporter, and he takes in lines w hat 
the w riter puts in words. 
From the artist the picture then goes 
to th at part of the building where the 
“illustrating departm ent” 
is located. 
Th© man in charge 
is an expert in 
“photo engraving” or “sine etching. 
He seizes the draw ing slaps it into 
fram e before a powerful cam era, and 
the picture is photographed with a den­ 
sity th at would give the president of 
an am ateur club spasms. The negative 
is alm ost black, but through it the 
lines of the sketch show with white 
transparency. Then a piece of zinc, the 
size the cut is to be, is covered with a 
secret solution, which has the property 
of becoming insoluble when affected by 
light. On this the powerful rays of an 
electric light are thrown through the 
w hite lines of the negative, and a pic­ 
ture, alm ost invisible to the eye, on the 
zinc is the result. 
The whole surface 
of the zinc is then lightly rolled with 
etchers’ ink, after which it is given a 
bath in a tub of water. W herever the 
surface of the plate has rem ained un­ 
affected by the light the film dissolves, 
carrying awTay with it the ink 
This, 
of course, leaves the insoluble lines on 
the plate, and by a few d e 't touches 
with a piece of cotton 
the 
operator 
brings the picture into view. The lines 
are then dusted with a powder made 
of “dragons’ blood.” which adheres to 
the sticky etchers’ ink and forms a pro­ 
tection to them from the acid in which 


the plate is next immersed. In this last 
immersion the surface of 
the plate 
which is unprotected by the powder is 
eaten away by the acid, leaving the 
lines in relief. 
The plate is then fin­ 
ished, requiring an hour or an hour 
and a half, and it then goes 
to the 
form.
